This year Yale was informed that it has been chosen as one of 
the three proposed sites selected to be used as a low level nu- 
clear waste dump . The site will be located between Yale , Capac , 
and Emmett and take up to 16,750 acres . Besides the Yale area , 
Michigan has also proposed Lenawel and Ontonagon counties 
for the radioactive site . If Yale is chosen for the radioactive 
waste dump operation would begin in 1995. It would employ 
twenty-five people and could operate for up to twenty years or 
until filled. The waste would include hospital , laboratories , and 
nuclear power plant trash. Although the township chosen for the 
site would receive two million dollars for government and 
schooling , residents are opposed to the idea. 

There is a seven state alliance that will be using this site ; 
Ohio , Indiana , Wisconsin , Michigan , Minnesota , Iowa , and 
Missouri. Michigan was elected to find the site because it gen- 
erates one-third of the wastes from all seven states combined.
